You 
have unfortunately, however, in some 
way or other got an entirely wrong state- 
ment about tho matter. What was done 
was to urge on the imperial government 
not to renew tho modus rircndi tbii 
year as It would now prove disastrous 
to a legitimate business, many of the fur 
sealers having fitted nut at (treat cost 
and gone off to the fisheries understand- 
ing that tho modus vivendl would termi- 
nate as originally intended, on M?.? 1st 
next, and it would now be impossible to 
let them know to the contrary. 


"Tho people here felt certain that the 


great good sense of the American people 
would prevent tho monopoly of a fur 
company obstructing and destroying the 
legitimate business of A large number of 
American and also of British fishermen, 
particularly when it is so well known to 
all practically acquainted with fisheries 
that the actual destruction of seal life 
takes place on the islands when the em- 
ployes of the American Fur company 
ruthlessly butcher tbe seals, andlrighton 
those they do not kill, causing them to 
desert the breeding grounds. 


"Such destruction cannot take place GO 


to 100 miles from land, where our Healers 
shoot their name. It is well known that 
seals are very plentiful, so much so as to 
seriously interfere with our fisheries, de- 
stroying yearly as they do thousands of 
tons of salmon and other fish. Certainly 
a food fish is more entitled to protection 
than a seal—tbe only value of the seal 
being for its fur, to be worn by the 
wealthy, while fish are to feed the people. 


"I nota that you make me say that 


there are no white men employed here 
in tbo seal industry, but that over 800 
Chionmon are employed. This ia incor- 
rect; there are no Chinamen employed, 
there are some 1000 white men and 840 
Indians, and dependent on tbe while 
men are their families, numbering In all 
about 3000."
